Well, it's a fact, but don l build 
up your hopes too strongly on 
obtaining your raw coffee direct 
from the trees in Fayette County, 
for I fear the quantity is insuf­ 
ficient to go around 
and then 
again, you might not cate for the 
flavor. 
During 
the 
Civil 
War 
when 
coffee was really 
scarce, 
and 
acorns and nearly everything else 
that could be used as a substitute 
supplanted the real Brazilian or 
Ja v a coffee, the beans from the 
Kentucky cofTee tree were collect­ 
ed, dried, ground and used as a 
coffee substitute. 
In fact many of the poorer peo­ 
ple 
of the 
mountain 
regions 
where the c o ffe e tree, or cascara 
buckthorn, use the beans regular­ 
ly for making a beverage. 
A large number of the coffee 
trees 
(Gynioclaudus 
dioicus) 
grow in this part of Ohio, many 
of them being found along Sugar 
and lower Paint creeks. 
They resemble 
the 
familiar 
honey locust trees, to a marked 
extent, except they have few, and 
sometimes none of the thorns on 
the trunks and 
none ~on 
the 
branches. 
The trunks are usual­ 
ly gray and the trees attain a 
considerable height. 
The beans are in huge, flat ma­ 
roon pods similar to the honey- 
locust pods, and recently in Pike 
County I noticed that chipmunks

N A DOZEN spots throughout the world, American soldiers 
find themselves today behind the barbed wire of prison camps. 
This has happened because the first months of America’s participa­ 
tion in the war have witnessed the usual defeats of a nation suddenly 
and treacherously attacked. 


Those im prisoned boys look to us to set them free aud lo 
avenge the defeats. 


But they are not the only prisoners. The once independent 
nations of Europe and Asia, now under the heel of the Nazi and 
Jap tyrants, were also treacherously attacked. 


In those nations, not soldiers alone but whole populations are 


now subjected to the cruelties of monsters without likeness in all 
history. 


These m ill ions, too. look to us of the United Nations for 
liberation. 


This is no war for the mere defense of boundaries, or for colo­ 


ni 
r for trade. Difficult as it*may be for us to understand, the 


very continuance of civilized living is at stake. 


This struggle is world-wide because no single nation, not 
even the strongest, can any longer defend itself against gangster 
dictators with airplanes, submarines, and the resources of whole 
continents at their disposal. 
Freedom, decency and justice arc possible for none, save 
in a iv or Id tv here they are secure for all. 
This is a lesson we have learned from Manchuria, Ethiopia, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland and the other nations over-run. 
"Too bad, but it’s none of our business,” peace-loving men 
said each time. And each time that "peacefulness” (or callous 
indifference) of ours only made the aggressors more confident that 
no united front of their intended victims would ever challenge 
their march to conquest. 
The idea of the Brotherhood of Man is no longer only an 
ideal. At long last' it has become a law of nature, as rigorous as 
the law of gravity itself, which men violate at their peril. 
Even to be selfish, men must have at least this much wisdom. 
Else this war, iv hen won, cannot be made to stay iv on; and 


every generation will have to pay in blood for its own stupidity.

Treatment of Nose During a Co!cJ Varies as it Advances

A COLD in the head is an infec­ 
tion of the mucous membrane of 
the nose. In health, the membrane 
of the nose is an ex tensive, thick, 
soft cushion, covered with mucous, 
and well supplied with blood ves­ 
sel*. 
When a cold strikes, this mem­ 
brane goes through three stages

of change. First, there is a great 
engorgement of the blood vessels, 
and there is also a dry ing of the 
surface of the membrane. 
This 
gives the feeling of tightness, stiff­ 
ness and dry discomfort. The sec­ 
ond stage is when white blood 
cells, or phagocy tes, wander out 
on the surface of the membrane 
and begin to fight the germs. 
There is some little discharge at 
this time, but of a watery char­ 
acter. 
The third stage is one in which 
the germs have been licked and 
engulfed by the white blood cells, 
and they begin to be discharged in 
masses of mucous. 
The mucous 
glands have been stimulated to 
abnormal activity and great mass­ 
es of mucous are discharged. 


Gen eral Treatment 


The gen eral tr eatm en t of a cold 
con sists in makin g the patien t as 
comfortable as possible with rest, 
hot foot baths, protective blan kets 
an d such med icin es as aspirin . 
Everyon e, however, thin ks th a t 
the local con d ition in the n ose 
should be treated , an d while this 
d oes appear logical, it should be 
d on e with some regard for the 
chan ges th at are goin g on . 
Durin g the first stage applica­ 
tion * to the in sid e of the n ose are 
n ot on ly futile, but harmful. W hat 
is n eed ed is moisture for the swol­ 
len , d ry membran e. So steam in ­ 
halations

so th a t the whole bod y is full o f 


fluid , is an ad jun ct to the local ad ­ 
min istration of moisture. 
Durin g the secon d st age—about 
the secon d or third d ay—the less 
local treatm en t the better because 
man ipulation might in terfere with 
the action of the white blood cor­ 
puscles. 


Douches an d Sprays 
The third stage, herald ed by the 
d ischarge of mucous an d pus, in ­ 
d icates that the battle between the 
germs an d the white blood corpus­ 
cles is about over an d n ow local 
treatm en t may be of great help 
an d relief. The accumulated d ebris 
should be removed by d ouchin g 
an d soften in g sprays. 
As good a solution to use a* an y 
is salt solution . It d issolves m u­ 
cous an d d oes the slightest amoun t 
of harm. 
Drugs for the n ose should be 
selected with care a* the on es with 
d estructive action d o more harm 
than good . 
A n ew* method of givin g vac­ 
cin es for the preven tion of cold s 
is to spray it in the n ose. Good re ­ 
sults are reported in 74 per cen t of 
cases, failures in 16 per cen t.

On telegrams 
placed from coin box telephones, the tax will he computed to the nearest 5c.
